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Applicant's argument filed November 1, 2007 have been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the combination of 
Flores and Bandych does not establish a prima facie case of obviousnous. The examiner disagrees, Flores and Bandych both disclose 
methods for for automatically filing documents relating to business transactions, as recited in applicant's claimed invention. Furthermore, 
specific passages from the prior art were noted in the final office action dated August 9, 2007 that rendered each limitation of the claimed 
invention obvious. The applicant is reminded that in determining the scope of the claimed invention that although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant specifically argues that Bandych does not disclose a method including reading by two applications different data areas in the 
output data record depending on the data requirements of each application by referring to the identification code. Applicant is incorrect in 
correlating the match data of Bandych with the output data record. Paragaph 28 of Bandych discloses the use of match data in identifying 
the relevant data for each application. The collaborative data set of Bandych is converted to an application specific format for output and 
reading (see at least paragraph 121), yielding different data output areas for each application and rendering applicant's claimed limitation 
obvious. The examiner submits that the buyer and seller applications of Bandych suggest "at least two business applications" as claimed 
by the applicant. 

Independent claims 10 and 24 recite similar limitations to independent claim 1 and are rejected under the same rationale set forth above. 
Applicant provided no specific arguments regarding the dependent claims of claims 1,10, and 24 and accordingly the rejection is 
maintained under the same rationale. 
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
